Applicants amendment of applicants specification on page 2 of applicants response is improper and unclear on at least two basis. First 
applciants reference to paragraph number [0126] is unclear. It is suggested that applciants refer to paragraphs of applciants 
specification by page and line number of applciants specification. Second it is noted that applicants state "Please add the following 
new paragraph number [0126]", when it appears that applciants intent more likely is to replace the original paragraph with the "new" 
paragraph as opposed to adding the new paragraph. It is further noted that applicants have elected the nucleic acid polymerase of 
SEQ ID NO: 22, in the telephone interview of 1/3 1/2007, as stated in the office action of 2/15/2007, page 2, 4th line from the bottom 
of page,and the continued inclusion of SEQ ID NOs: 13-21 and 23-28 in the claims is objected to as being drawn to non-elected 
subject matter.
